The president was a curious mixture 
of piety and shrewness. 
A story is 
told of an incident which occurred in 
his earlier days. 
At one time, when game was very 
scarce, he went with a party to hunt 
the hartbeest. They scoured the veldt 
for days without a sign of their prey. 
Paul Kruger announced then his pur­ 
pose of going into the hills to pray 
for food, like a patriarch of old. 
He was gone for a number of hours. 
When he returned he announced that 
in three days a large herd would pass 
that way. 
The party camped, in less 
than the appointed time the prophecy 
was fulfilled, and much game was se­ 
cured. 
The Boer hunters were much 
struck 
with 
wonder, 
and 
dubbed 
Kruger “the man of prayer.” 
Some time after, the Kaffir who ac­ 
companied Kruger on his expedition 
i of petition told the truth of the affair. 
Kruger, when he left the hunting par­ 
ty, had struck out for a neighboring 
Kaffir kraal, and informed the natives 
j that his men were starving, 
lf they, 
the natives, did not discover game 
in three days, he said, he would bring 
’ his whole party over the hill and kill 
every Kaffir. The natives, being sore 
afraid of IU>er methods, all turned out, 
seoured the region, and drove 
the 


I game to the Boer camp. 
Thus Kru­ 
ger’s 
“prayer” 
was 
answered.—

At first Munakata was suspicious, 
but by the time Siemsen had left, the 
well dressed, smooth-spoken stranger 
had allayed all doubts, to say nothing 
of having obtained an excellent idea ' 
of the arrangement of the bank.

gas pipe, waited outside until all save 
one of the clerks, A. Sasaki, had gone 
to luncheon.

Had taken from the Jeweler's cash box, 
and declared it was all the footpads 
tiad missed. 


He overplayed the part, however, 


giving his true address and placing 
the scene of the hold-up Behrend's 
store. That night he was arrested at 
his home. 


Dabner weeps wildly and bitterly, 


cursing the day he ever met the 
clever, cruel but at present sympathet- 
ic Kanaka.

BAILEY TO BE RE-ELECTED 


THEN INVESTIGATED 


\ustin, Texas Jan, 19—By a vote of 


65 to 55 the House of Repreaentatives 
1 ist evening substituted the Kennedy 
resolution, providing for an investiga- 
tion of Senator Bailey and Attorney 
General Davidson. This was done after 
the t riginal Kennedy substitute had 
been amended, or rather after several 
amendments had been accepted. 


The resolution as it now stands pro- 


vides for the appointment of a com- 
mittee which shall sit to hear charges 
if they are made. 


The first substitute requires that 


such charged should be made under 
oath and should be specific. The sub- 
stitute adopted only requires said char- 
ges to be made in writing, and they 
need not be specific^ but can be made 
upon intormation and behef, and there 
is no limit to the charges which can 
be made. 


The first substitute limited the oper- 


ations of the committee to the state 
of Texas. 
The substitute adopted 


gives'it a sort of extra-territorial jur- 


, isdiction m that it provide* that the 
committee may send two of its mem- 
bers outside the state to get testimony. 


In view of 
the fact that the Dun- 


can resolution was substituted out of 
existence, the Bailey people are claim- 
ing a decisive victory. Judge Duncan, 
however, positively disclaims his side 
has been defeated \ 


During the afternoon hours the in- 


terest in the controversy hightened by 
a knowledge of the fact that at the 
morning session 
Speaker Lqve had 


ruled, as a matter of order, that the 
legislature must, on Jan. 22, ballot for 
United States Senator, and the further 
fact that the House had adopted the 
report of the majority of the committee 
providing for balloting at the time 
mentioned. 


The probability is, to state the sit- 


uation as it appears, that Senator Bail- 
ey will be re-elected on next Tuesday, 
But that many of the members will 
state in the journal that their reason 
for voting for him is that s he is the 
nominee. It is also more than prob- 
able that the ambhnt of members who 
will vote outright against the Senator 
will exceed four, the number which he 
predicted would the maximum to op- 
pose him.

Man and Boy, Who for Forty Day* Terrorized 


the Coast City, Now Safety Behind Bars. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY SERIES OF CRIMES 


Younger of the Two Desperadoes 


Breaks Down and Confesses—Three 
Murders, Many Brutal Holdups, and 
Demoralization of Police Force Is 
Their Record. 


San Francisco. — Three separate 


uurdera without a shot, a knife thrust 
or recourse to poison; two brutal as- 
•aults that almost resulted in death; 
a bold midday bank robbery; at least 
three hold-ups; the demoralization of 
• metropolitan police force and the ab- 
solute terrorism of a city of nearly 
400.000—this stands as the 40 days' 
record of a man and a boy whom the 
local police describe as the most re- 
markable brace of criminals they have 
•ver placed under lock and key. 


The elder Is a Kanaka, of a good 


family and educated in a select school. 
His name is John Slemsen, and he Is 
a handsome fellow of muscular as- 
pect but 
effeminate 
manner. 
The 


younger. Louis Dabner, 13 only IS 
years old. 


When Siemsen was nonchalantly 


confessing his crimes, he was inter- 
rupted in his narrative by the captain 
of the detectives. 


Didn't any of your victims resist 


you. Siemsen? 
Hadn't you any hesi- 


tation in committing these assaults?" 


The murderer puffed at the cigar he 


"was smoking and removed it with his 
manacled hands. He seemed annoyed 
at something the detective had said, 
and thought a moment before he re- 
plied : 


"Captain. I wish you wouldn't use 


that world 'assault.' It has come to 
have an extremely vulgar significance 
and I object to it. It would be better 
to say 'when X overpowered them,' " 


Dabner Breaks Down. 


Dabner's confession was different. 
He broke down a few days after he 
was captured and 
if he 
had 
not 


wa» trying on my shoes Slemien h!t 
Pfltiner. who fell to the floor. I then 
put on my own shoes and held the 
door at the aame time, while Siemsen 
went through him. Slemseo got about 
1100, which we divided at our house 
on Union street. We threw PBUner's 
watch in the water at the foot ot Fil- 
more street. This statement is made 
freely and voluntarily." 


Many Suspects Arrested* 


But the police did not know all this. 


They raked in suspect after suspect, 
but had to let them all go, as each 
was able to establish an alibi. Then 
the fiendish crime was repeated. 


William Frlede, a Market street 


clothing merchant, was slain under al- 
most exactly similar conditions. 
He 


hovered on the border of life for al- 
most two weeks and was able to mur- 
mur once: "A large man and a small 
man." before his spirit flickered out. 


Siemsen related this deed as a par- 


ticularly good piece of craftmanship. 
It seems that he and Dabner planned 
the attempt carefully, and entered the 
store when there were few people 
about and the danger of interruption 
appeared at a minimum. Dabner tried 
on a coat and vost that he selected, 
and Siemsen stood by. ostensibly to 
offer his approval. As the merchant 
stooped 1:0 measure his supposed cus- 
tomer for the trousers Siemsen swung 
the gas pipe, which he carried wrapped 
in a piece of paper, and felled his vic- 
tim with a heavy blow. 


Meanwhile an ex-convict was on 


trial for a crime which Siemsen and 
Dabner had committed—the highway 
robbery of Dr. T. B. Leland, former 


beat Mm' to the floor with hl« KM pip* 
Horribly mangled, he started to n'«e 
when Dabcer quieted him with a full- 
arm swing of hl» leaden weapon. The 
two thugs then, rifled- the tills and the 
open safe, taking only the coin and 
currency. They secured about $2,700, 
which they, stuffed Into a leataei 
satchel. Before they had even washed 
their hands they drove away, Siemsen 
to take his future wife out for a rlda 
and Dabner to play with the girl's lib 
tie brothers and sisters. 


Sasaki's Mind Left Blink. 


Several persons had seen the twk 


robbers come out of the bank and the 
police were supplied with descriptions 
on the strength of which they arrested 
about a score of Innocent men. Sas- 
aki fought a winning fight with death, 
but to the detectives who sat by his. 
bedside he babbled only "two Ameri- 
cans." When he finally regained con- 
sciousness, after many days, his mind 
was wiped bare of the whole tragedy 
—he remembered everything up to the 
moment Siemsen entered the bank, 
but. beyond that his brain could not 
travel. 


Siemsen and Dabner proceeded to 


spend their money, untroubled by re- 
morse, doubts or anticipations. They 
were both living with the family ot a 
German Jeweler, to whose daughter 
Siemsen was making violent and suc- 
cessful love. Hulda von Hofen, still a 
mere child, was won by expensive 
presents of gems, automobile 
rides 


and everything that her lover could 
lavish upon her. Both thugs were well 
received In the family, where they ap- 
peared only as pleasant young chaps, 
each with a little more money' than 
be quite knew what to do with. Hulda 
vou Hofen at last succumbed to the 
Haltering whispers of Siemsen 
and 


they made a short nuptial trip to Oak- 
land. 


About four o'clock on a Saturday 


afternoon Slemaen took his wife to a 
hairdresser's parlor to get a shampoo 
and told her he would be back in an 
hour. Then he met Dabner, who had 
armed himself with a fish plate from 
the car track which ran past the Von 
Hofen home. They proceeded to the 
jewelry store of Henry A, Bedrend on 
Steiaer street. 


The Murderer's Downfall. 


This merchant had under his couifc 


ter a revolver, a police club and a pair 
of handcuffs. When the two men en- 
tered his suspicions were not aroused, 
and he turned away from them to pulS 
their purchase from a shelf. 
They 


struck at him, but the showcase was 
so high that the blow was broken. 


Behrend wheeled, snatched his re- 


volver and smashed the glass case to 
attract attention. Then he closed In 
on the robbers. Slemsen seized him 
in a muscular grasp and held his head. 


1 


sobbed out the terrible story neither, 
perhaps, might have hanged, for it 
Would have been a difficult matter to 
have forced an admission of any sort 
from Siemsen. It was^ the fear of 
God and the love ot 
home 
which 


loosened Dabner's lips. 
His 
father 


and elder brother camp down frora the 
Ulttle country town where only a few 
tnonths before the boy had been a 
high school pupil. Both pleaded with 
him to tell the truth. 
His 
father 


Verged on an the religious Impulses 
tj* hl3 son, and evoked the picture of 
his sorroTvlng mother. All three wept, 
and finally the shaken dupe of the 
elder criminal told the waiting detec- 
tives everything. 


The first the public heard of the 


**gas-plpe men," as Siemsen and Dab- 
ner have been dubbed from tho choice 
of weapons, was one morning when 
the papers reported an unusually brut- 
Jsh and mysterious murder. Johan 
Pfltzner, a shoe merchant on McAllis- 
ter street, was found In his shop with, 
'the side of his head battered in. De- 
Bpite his awful injuries he lingered 
over a day and night, but die$J before 
he could give the police any clew on 
which to work. He had evidently been 
fitting a pair of shoes to a customer 
when he was struck down from above 
"by some blunt instrument." 


In his signed confession Dabner has 


this to say of his first murder: 


"On the day of the Pfltzner murder 


Jack Slemsen and X looked In the 
showcase of the store and went down 
the street and then came back in the 
store. 
Siemsen tried on a pair of 


*hoe* the Hrst time, but complained 
Hhey were too. dear, and we walked 
out. We walked around the block 
and came back. W« went In- the store 
and then I triad on a pair^When he 
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coroner of the city and county This 
man's name was James Dowdall, and 
the police arrested him in a refugee 
camp, apparently for no other reason 
than that he had a bad record. He 
protested his Innocence, but the detec- 
tives dragged him through the prelim- 
inary examination, where Dr. Leland 
positively Identified him as one of his 
assailants. 
Tragedy at Japanese Bank. 


But while the trial ot Dowdall was 


In progress the two felons for whom 
he suffered, one of them an ex-convict 
like himself, were busily planning: thei'r 
boldest venture. This was the robb'ery 
of the Klmmon Ginko, or Japanese 
bank. 


The day before the robbery Slemsen 


drove up In a buggy which he had pur- 
chased with the proceeds of his other 
robberies. He entered and interviewed 
the manager, M. Munakata, declaring 
that he Intended to become a deposi- 
tor. At first Munakata was suspicious, 
but by the time Siemsen had left, the 
well dressed, smooth-spoken stranger 
had allayed all doubts, to say nothing 
of having obtained an excellent idea 
of the arrangement of the bank. 


The following day Slemsen and Dab- 


ner, each armed with a paper-covered 
gas pipe, waited outside until all save 
one of the clerks, A. Sasaki, had gone 
to luncheon. Then they went In. 


Slemsen nodded to the clerk at the 


counter and with Dabner strode back 
to the manager's office. 
They found 


Munakata writing, and before he could 
greet them Slemsen struck htm a blow 
over the ekull which killed him in- 
stantly. Tben, according to arrange- 
ment, they called Sasaki to,the rear. 
As loon as the plucky little Japanese 
saw hla employer lying in a pool of 
blood h« started to flght, but Slenuha 


while Dabner rained blows upon M 
with the fish-plate. One of these blowsj 
nervously aimed, cut open Slexnsen'ft 
finger. But the Jeweler fought like I 
wildcat, and before he could be dl» 
posed of his little daughter, Bessie, 
rushed Into the store from the rear, 
followed by her mother. Slameen an4 
Dabner darted from the place. 


Siemsen got away, but Dabner * was 


knocked down and captured by Will 
Brown, a fireman. A frenzied 
crowij 


surrounded captor and captive, a pop* 
was produced, and tha 
boy flenq 


would surely have been lynched but 
for the opportune arrival of a squa4 
of police, who were scarcely able ta 
fight their way to the station with 
their prisoner. 


In the meantime Slemsen had called 


for hia wife and taken her 
home, 


Learning of Dabner's capture, witb 
marvelous effrontery he decided 
to 


visit police headquarters and spread 
the trail for his own escape. Ther« 
he told a story of being held up and 
robbed of (900 In greenbacks. 
Ha 


showed the detectives. $75 which he 
had taken from the jeweler's cash box, 
and declared it was all the footpads 
had missed. 


He overplayed the part, howeyer, 


giving his true address and placing 
the scene of the hold-up Behrend's 
store. That night he was arrested at 
bis home. 


Dabner weeps wildly and bitter!}',' 


cursing the day he ever met tha 
clever, cruel but at present sympathet- 
ic Kanaka.

"Go back and 
tell 
your 
people 


never, never!" he said to a deputa- 
tion. "And now let the storm burst. 
Protest! Insist! 
What la the use? 


I have the guns!" 


"My friends," he once began 
a 


Speech; then, perceiving some "out- 
landers" In*the audience, he added: 


"But you are not all frtends; some 


are thieves and murderers. Well- 
friends, thieves and murderers!" 


The president was a curious mixture 


of piety and shrewnegs. 
A story Is 


told of an incident which occurred in 
his earlier days. 


At one time, when game was very 


scarce, he went with a party to hunt 
the hartbeeat. They scoured the veldt 
for days without a sign of their prey. 
Paul Kruger announced tben his pur- 
pose of going into the hills to pray 
for food, like a patriarch of old. 


He was gone for a number of hours. 


When he returned he announced that 
1n -three days a large herd would pass 
that way. The party camped, in less 
than, the appointed time the prophecy 
was fulfilled, and much game was se- 
cured. The Boer hunters were much 
struck 
with 
wonder, 
and dubbed 


Kruger "the man of prayer." 


Some time after, the Kaffir who ac- 


companied Krufror on his expedition 
of petition, told the truth of the affair. 
Kruger, when he left the hunting par- 
ty, had struck out for a neighboring 
Kaffir kraal, and Informed the natives 
that his men were starving. If they, 
the natives, did not discover game 
in three days, he said, he would bring 
his whole party over the hill and kill 
every Kaffir. The natives, being sore 
afraid of Boer methods, all turned out, 
secured the region, and d rove 
the 


game to the Boer camp. Thus Kru- 
ger's 
"prayer" 
was 
answered.—
